Af^WiUBLWlND INDEED. 

DctaUlof tbeJJeatraotlon of Hazel Qreeu, 
Wfh>— toddenta almost Ueyond Bell«r. 

'W'B''condens0 from Chicago journals 
tho 'iollowing details of the terrible 
calamity that befol a Wiseousiu towu 
ou Friday, the lULh inst.— 

Tho village of Hazel Green is locat- 
ed about fifteen iiiili.'a to the northeast 
of, Dubuque, in tho extreme southwes- 
leiii;^p6rtioh of Grant Oouuty, Wiscon- 
sin,. and numbers perhaps 1,000 souls, 
who are principally eii/zagoJ in luiuing 
the lead ore to bo i'ouiul in that section. 
Tho fatal day opened clear and cloud- 
"lesa. Tho sky shortly after noon 
clovided, and for an hour or more 
■wdif6"a 'tl^e'ateiiing look. A little rain 
fell in the interim, accompanied by 
alight winds, but the first; premonition 
received by the citizens of tho ap- 
proach of the whirlwind was the aj)- 
pearanco of two (^ark c]oudS . on the 
horizon, one to the north and tho 
other to the west, approaching each 
other at right angles* and probably at 
about two hundred feet from tho sur- 
face of the earth. When about a 
quarter of a mile to the southeast of 
th8*town they seemed to come .togeth- 
er, or to telescope each other as it 
were, andtHS^VWith a terrible rever- 
beration, as. of the discharge of a 
thousand cannon, sink to tho earth. 
It struck the earth a mile southwest 
of Hazel Green, and, ploughing a 
" fhrroW 600 feet long, 4 feet wide and 
, ' several feet deep, seemed to absorb 
the earth and rocks. As it moved 
along in a northeasterly direction, it 
looked like a clay-colored column 
whirling with incredible speed around 
a central vacuum. 

COMING TO TOWN. 

As the cylinder came up the slope 
-tb^jiuBjb.ftnd yell and whirr of . the 
"column— BOuiiSing like the rush and 
shrieks of the wind on tho sea, and 
like the thunder of guns— attracted the 
attention of the pooplo of Hazel Green, 
and they flocked to their doors and 
wipdowB. Steadily it came ou, somo- 
times boHndi.ng fifty feet into the air, 
then rushing down again. In two 
minutes it descended ou the little ha- 
zel grove just southwest of tho towu. 
"' •The trees were snatched up by the 
iioots and whirled ninety feet into the 
air and supported there. The cap of 
the column was a stone 8 feet long, i 
feet wide and 3 feet thick. This stone 
was held in position while tho column 
covered a space of three-quarters of a 
mile. Just between the grove and 
the town, 250" feet from either, the 
column halted' and spun around over 
a small space,, and then recommenced 
--.-its march. The air was filled with 
°\ the yolls and lamentations of tho ppo- 
ple. Never boforo has such a torna- 
do reached so far north; yet, so fear- 
ful and threatening was the coming 
(Jblumn that the prophetic souls of the 
people seemed to warn thoin of tho 
danger, and those who were not para- 
lyzed dived into thoir' collars, and 
there, shivering, awaited the doom 
they feU must come. Tearing ofi" a 
•'fioraer of a frame house, tho column 
rose Bome thirty feet into the air, and 
there, hovering for an instant, fell 
.1. . . perpendicularly upon the ruof of the 
Masonic Hall, a stone building. The 
tittuoture was mashed flat. -This waft 
■ ':at'4;30, and a meeting had been call- 
ed for.5 C'clook, ;half an hour later. 
. Seventy souls would have been as- 
sembled in the upper portion of tho 
building. Tho next house was of 
fram.e and occupied by Mrs. Richards 
'aha' her family, A daughter-i,n-law 
and her tv70 children wore saved by 
the scantlings above them, while tho 
rest of the family were killed outrignt. 
A frying-pan, containing three cakes, 
was ou the stove, and tiio fryiiig- 
pau, still containing the cakes, was 
found amiU^anf .fti. half northwest of 
tho village. Twenty-six houses woro 
carried beyond tho ken of mortals. 
■VVhoro they went to no ono can tell. 
The track of tho column is filled with 
sawdust and bits of wood, as though 
a sawmill had belched out a half-fin- 
iified'* liiinbiir yard. The trees for 
*f lija^gy^fllifflll^b,'' are filled with ohaiis, 
bits of window-shades and household 
toateriala; Mrs, Loonoy was sitting 
in her kitchen. Tho house disappcai-- 
' ed aa if by tho magician'^ wand, and 
the crushed body of Mrs. Loonoy was 
found 400 feet off, Nti-ipncd of cloth- 
ying, and with the Kkin ]:oi;led off her 
•,;^)t from the neck down. Of tho 
H rest of thoHO killed nntiiing can be 
said, beyond that tho bodies woro 
found not less than i 200 feet from 
vliero they utarfced. '! There Were iom» 



miraculous escapes. A boy and girl 
were found out on the prairie, wander- 
ing about helplessly. They were in a 
house of which no account hgs^ been 
received. They remember been lifted 
into the air, and when 'fo'und were 
nearly a quarter of a mile from where 
the house used to bo, badly bruised 
and unable to account for their condi- 
tion. 

TWO HORSES TAKE A KIDE. 

Probably the most remarkable spec- 
tacle was that of Dr. Kittoe's horses. 
An hour boforo tho storm arrived the 
doctor had been sent for to attend a 
sick man three miles oft". Ho return- 
ed word that he would not risk his 
horses over the prevailing bad roads, 
and in sixty minutes those same hor- 
ses, barn, buggy and harness were lift- 
ed sixty feet into the ait , and the hor- 
ses dropped at least one hundred rods 
from the foimer site of the barn. The 
column was then a huge mass of de- 
bris, and a spectator says that the 
horses wept up thrpuglj the centre of 
the column, whirling around so swift- 
ly that they looked as if torn in pieces. 
They were found utterly uu bruised, 
but stoned dead, and not more thou 
ten or twenty feet apart. The incid- 
ents of those fearful two minutes (for 
the whole aflair did not last auy long- 
er) would fiill a volume. Prom the 
southwest corner of tho towu to the 
cemetery, which is in tho northwest, 
there ia a track, say eighty feet in 
width, I vr]aida: looks'jiaityioug^ a| jrail- 
road had been laid out. " Here and 
there is a hole, such as you will see 
whcro a man has started to build a 
house, has walled up his collar and 
then failed. Scattered about these 
holes aie masses of splinters and saw- 
dust. Just across the main , street 
stood a wagon-shop. Every vestige 
of the building has disappeared, and 
in its place stands a pilo of wagon 
hubs aud ties. A furniture and coMn- 
houso, a few hundred feet beyond. was 
carried four miles and demolished, and 
the cofflfijai distribi^iiedi^ong_ in- 
habitants of the township". On either 
side of the road, and just on the line 
of the storm, stand some of tho dis- 
mantled and unroofed houses. Some 
of thorn were moved from twenty to 
one hundred feet from their founda- 
tiouB. In every instance tho sides 
were struck full of huge spliuters, 
soma two feet in circumference, aud 
driven through the sides of the houses 
with apparently resistless force. The 
road for 600 or 800 yarda.is utterly im- 
passable, and is covered with * debris, 
some ' of which is spattered with 
blood. On Sunday tho funeral took 
place, aud the dead were buried in the 
little cemetery. Of the Richards 
family there wero five, all buried in 
the samo gave, The others were Mrs. 
John Loonoy and' Alfred Jackson, 
buried in tho northwest of tho ceme- 
tery. Hazel Green will never bo re- 
sui'rected. Tho building of a narrow- 
gauge railroad striking a towu some 
two miles distant, has killed Hazel 
Green, and there will never be an ef- 
fort to make it anything qt a town 
again.

Dunut! the lust yeai your directors considered it 
expedient to e.'Tcct a char.Rc in the BtafTof the ilosplt- 
al l)y KiiliiitilutiUK a viiiitinj^ ftu" a resident surgeon, 
and obtaiueil llie Bcrvicea of IJr. Davie; also, eugag- 
iuK Mr. Ituthirlor.l and wlfo as steward and cook. 
'1 bus change your din-ctors lind lias shewn iucreased 
i;flii--icncy witli a cuimiili rubli' reduction in expendi. 
ture,'as compared witli pro^ioua yearn. 
' Y6UP directors regret to say that illness deprived 
them of the services of Mr. ituthcrford, to whose ac- 
tire cierlions nine".. .;f the Improvement in tha work- 
ing of thin institution is due.Auother change mads by. 
the I'onrd was the purchase of supplies from trades 
men in rotation, instead of by conlraet as formerly, 
ThiH thi y consider has proved benellcial so the Hos- 
pital and satisfactory to tho Uuard. 

At the coiumencunient of tho yi'ar the books of the 
Hospital showed an indebttduehB of W.oiJi 70, which 
amount Wiis mi l l)y a grant from the Provincial Gov- 
trnuiciit of SJ.I on. Of thin b\iin f J.Q.'iO baa been re. 
eeived by the Uonrd and paid over pro rati :>, as shown 
by the Tr,:asurcr's account; the balance, $7u0, is still 
.due from the Provincial Government, 
j J)uring the year a new Ward has been erected by 
tiis Oovernment, which enabled the directors to 
creaae the comfort of palieuta by making a day ward 
tfOI convalescents to be used also as a aining room 
Hitherto all meals were served In the sick ward*. 

The drainage, which was v. ry defective, has been 
greatly improved, and a dead-house, which former! 
was underneath the buildiiiK, lian Leen constructed 
on another part of the iiroiiud. 

Another Iniptovenunt wliich adda much lo 
comlortof tho patienls, and which your directors 
have lieen able to do out of tlie ordinary revenue, was 
to purchase in England iron bedsteads to replace the 
old stretchers. 

Durlhgtho year patients have been admitted 
making, wllh^Sia already tlu re.a total of Vil indoor 
patients. Of Ihls, 11 have dii il. 99 have been di 
charged and 17 romain in tin- w irda. There have also 
been 40 persona treated a.i outdoo- patients, receiv 
tug advice and mi diclue yratia.. The daily coat per 
heail averages 90 ceiit,^, aud dedticting the amounts 
for f umitnre and repairs, reduces this to 8* cents pei 
bead.

The Government Sustained 
in their Free Trade Policy. 



Ottawa, March 12. 

In tho House, on tho motion to go into 
Committoo of Supply Mr. Workman mov- 
ed tho following amendment, seoondod 
by Mr. Dovliu: 

"This House deeply regrets that the 
Government Mail >iot proposed to Parlia- 
ment a policy of increased Protection to 
our important manufacturing industries. 
Tho largo amount of capital now iuvostod 
therein, and their present depressed con- 
dition rendering such a policy necessary 
to restore them to a condition of prosperi- 
ry." 

After Si^pirited debate the amendment 
was lost by a vote 64 to 119— a majority 
for the Government of FIt'TT FIVJil 

Speaking of tbis discnssion the Olobe 
says: Sir John A. Macdonald called a 
caucus of his followers and disaussod tho 
altitude to bo taken with reference to Mr. 
Workman's motion. It in stated that 
thore was a considerable want of harmony 
among those present, tho necessity for 
coming squarely to the mark on this 
quoBtiou being anything but agreeable to 
many. However, it was at length desid- 
od that Mr, Workman should be ap- 
pronchod, and either induced to amend 
liift resolution by adding certain words 
embracing tho agricultural industry, or 
poraiiadeii to givo way and allow Kir 
John A. Macdonald to take the load. Mr. 
Workman, however, refused to be cajoled 
or induenced, and, os the result showed, 
kopt to his own resolution as originally 
proposed. 

Cussiiir Koiuls 

Wo have very bad news respecting the 
roads into tho (Jassiar miues. The bridges 
over tho 1st and 2d North Forks are car- 
ried away. In January last agents woro 
sent np to engage men and superintend 
tho work of rebuilding who offered SCO 
a month, and then raised the rato to SlOO 
a month, but wore unable to get men at 
tho price, and at last advices tho bridges 
were still non est. From Cariboo Camp to 
Dease Lake the road is assorted to bo in 
a very bad state and.our informant thinks 
will reqnira'to. be .corduroyed nearly two- 
thirds of the distance. It was in very bad 
order last year and will bo quito impass- 
able this year as soon as the frost is out 
of the ground, A force of fifty men could 
put it in good order in a month. One of 
tho heaviest packers in that district (Mr. 
Turk) tolls us that a trip into tho mines 
could be made?tbe year before last in 11 
days, and it was done in l5 days last year; 
but this year he prophooios that it will 
take a longer time and animals cannot 
carry aa heavy loads, and freight which, 
with good roads, might bo aa low as 10 or 
12 cents will rise to 20 couta a pound. In 
fact, many go so far as to admit that a 
moderate toU/if it'etfanreda'.efood: load, 
would be welcomed aa a obango irom the 
present state of things. Sometbing must 
be done or the miners will suffer. . . 



-THE OCEAN MAIL SERVICE IN 
THE COMMONS. 



Chilliwhack. — Our correapondont 
writing on tho 25th March states; — The 
weather has begun to appear somewhat 
like spring for the frogs are tuning their 
harps, which is a sure indication that wo 
will not be troubled with either snow or 
frost for the remainder of the season. Tbo 
settlers here are highly delighted with 
the business talent of tho present Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and ork. The 
Council, time and again, wanted tho ex- 
Commissioner to gazette a certain road 
within tho limits of the municipality, but 
every time he failed to meet their wishes, 
in order to please the minority against 
tho wishes of the majority, whoso right it 
is to triumph. As soon as tho prosont 
Commissioner was requested by the 
Council to do what was denied to them 
heretofore, ho mado inquiry and finding 
it proper he at once granted their request 
thereby showing that he is the right man 
in the right place— deciding questions on 
their merits and not to satisfy any party 
or clique, which is carrying oat the very 
idea of respousiblo govcrumont. Great 
diaaiitisfactiou exists ut tho irregularity 
of tho mails. The mail from Yale gener- 
ally passed hero during tho winter months 
on Tuesdays; but tho last mail passed 
here on Sunday morning, and tbo mail 
before that et^rly on Monday n^orniqg is- 
stead of on Tuesday, as formerly. Tho 
settlors were not prepared for suoh irre- 
gularity, hence numerous annoyances ond 
disappointments. They do not complain 
of the mail being a day or two behind 
time, but of being ahead of time. A cer- 
tain time table should be adhered to, and 
in no oaso should tho mail carrier pass 
any ofiice before the time indicated in tho 
time table, A grand Social wos given by 
Mr. L. D. Williams in tho Methodist 
Church on Friday lust, ii[otwithBtanding 
tbo miry iitate of our roads quito a larpe 
assembly oouvonod and passed tbo even- 
ing vf-ry sociably. Rev. Mr Hall was 
caUed to the Ohair and very ably filled it. 
After tho programme of sjngfng, recita- 
tions, Qtc, \yas e^fhanstod, at tho requcal 
of Mr. Williams, Mr. McMillan presentod 
Mr. Hftli with tho rocoipts of the ovuning 
which were quito handsome. Mr. Hall 
replied in a auitablo speech, warmly 
thanking Mr. Williams for his generosity 
and stating that ho would use the gift to- 
wards liquidating bills contracted for 
parsonage improvements. The audience 
then !iang tlio doxology, after which tho 
Hencdiction was pronounced and the ai- 
sombly diRpcrsod, with tlie happy oon- 
Hciousuess of having spent an evening 
pleasantly and prolUiibly in a good cause.
